FOR YEAR GOOD

WASHINGTO, July 17 —(U.P)—

, during the last five years and the 
‘summer and fall outlook for both 
lemployer and employee is “dis- 
t-nctly favorable,” Secretary of 
Labor Davis said in a statemen:
